RETAIL GROCERS 
BREAD PRICE ASE 


2 More Wholesale Bak- 
eries Boost Cost but 
Food Dealers’ Associa- 
tion Members Bar It. 


Two more wholesale bakeries 
announced a price increase of one 
cent on the one-pound loaf of 
bread today but the retail grocers 
who are members of the Greater 
St. Louis Retail Food Dealers As- 
sociation are standing -pat on 
their refusal to handle the higher 
priced bread. 

This brought to five the num- 
ber of bakeries that have insti- 
tuted the higher price while three 
remaining large bakeries are con- 
tinuing the old price at least until 
Monday. 

A spokesman for the Master 
Bakers’ Association of St, Louis, 


which includes about 225 neighbor- 
hood bakers who retail their own 
product, said he did not believe 
this group would join in the price 
rise. He said the neighborhood 
bakers could supply all the bread/ 
needs of the community at current 
prices if a general boycott de- 
veloped against the higher prices. 

Wholesale bakeries announcing 
price rises today were Ward Bak- 
ing Co., makers of Tip-Top bread, 
and Midland Bakeries Co., which 
produces Toastmaster bread. They 
followed rises announced first by 
Continental Baking Co. and later 
by Freund Bread’ Co. and General 
Baking Co. The one-cent rise

Moscow Broadcast Re- 
ports Kremlin Consid- 
ering Whether to Join 
Britain and France in 
Talks on Proposal.

LONDON, June 21 (AP)—This

The Soviet news agency Tass, 
‘owever, announced last night 
that the Russian Government 
was “considerifig” the matter. 
Tasi, quoted on a Moscow radio 
broadcast, said the Soviet Union 
felt that information on the Mar- 
shall plan was too scant but that 
it was “of course interested” in 
the idea. It reported this as For- 
eign Minister V.M. Molotov’s first 
reaction to the urgent request of 
British Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin and French Foreign Minis- 
ter Georges Bidault for the three- 
power conference. 

The Supreme Soviet met last 
night in the hall of the Kremlin, 
the Moscow radio reported, with 
Stalin and Molotov present. It

He 
called the bill “a shocking piece 
of legislation” which would be 
“bad for labor, bad for manage- 

ment, bad for the country.” 

He feared that it would cause 
the country to be divided into op- 
posing groups. 

“If conflict is created, as this 
bill would create it,” he said, “if 
seeds of discord are sown as this 
bill would sow them, our unity 
and our strength will be im- 
paired.” 

Reply by Taft. 

A half hour after he had fin- 
ishéd speaking, Senator Robert A, 
Taft of Ohio, who had more to do 
with the writing of the legislation 
than anybody else, answered him 
for the Republicans. Though 
Taft has made no announcement, 
he must be regarded as a presi- 
dential candidate. 

Taft asserted that the President 
knew “practically nothing about 
the bill” and had merely repeated 
the prejudiced arguments of labor 
leaders who had refused to co- 
operate with ‘Congress in writing 
a bill, Twice during his radio 
talk, Taft charged that the Presi- 
dent was using the arguments 
contained in a memorandum writ- 
ten by Lee Pressman, general 
counsel of the CIO.

BUDAPEST, June 21 (UP) — 
The Hungarian Government 
charged tonight in an official 
white paper that the United States 
promised direct financial support 
to what it called the “Hungarian 
conspirators” and that the British 
Government used “the plotters” 
for espionage. 

The whité paper quoted the al- 
leged confession of one person ar- 
rested in connection with the pur- 
ported piot in which he said that 
the commercial counselor of the 
United States legation in Buda- 
pest promised financial aid in the 
next election to former Premier 
Ferenc Nagy. Nagy, who fled 
Hungary to Switzerland and now 
is in the United States, was 
charged with being the “chief 
plotter.”

The white paper will be offi- 
cially released tomorrow. Its 
charges were summarized tonight 
in an early Sunday edition of the 
Communist party newspaper, Sza- 
bad Nep.

~The break in the bitter argu- 
ment about when the Senate 
should try to override Truman's 
vigorous veto of the union-curbing 
egisiation came while Senator 
Morse (Rep.), Oregon, was con- 
tinuing a weary talk against the 
measure and leaders of his party. 

Senaton Taft (Rep.), Ohio, co- 
author of the measure that has 
stirred up the sharpest congres- 
sional fight this year, still is con- 
fident the Senate will muster the 
two-thirds majority necessary to 
nullify the presidential rejeetion. 
The House already has voted to 
override, taking that action almost 
immediately after the veto 
reached that chamber. 

If the Senate votes Monday to 
override, the measure will become 
law despite Truman’s objection. 

Even the most optimistic Senate 
supporters of the veto said only 
that the test there would be close, 
Morse Speaks 10 Hours. 

Senator Morse had just complet- 
ed his tenth hour of a speech urg- 
ing that the veto be sustained—a 
speech which he acknowledged 
was part of a filibuster. He had 
set a 10-year mark for a Senate 
marathon speech. 

Senator Wherry Nebraska, Re- 
publican whip, obtained unani- 
mous consent to submit the re- 
quest for a vote agreement with- 
out jeopardizing Morse’s right to 
the floor. 

A Democratic strategist, who 
declined to be identified, said 
the President's supporters on 
the veto lacked about four votes 
to reach the one third-plus-one 
vote needed to uphold the veto.

ing agreements between labor and 
manageinent, These agreements 
were mutually arrived at and fur- 
nish a satisfactory basis for rela- 
tions between worker and em- 
ployer. They provide stability in 
industry. With their present types 
of agreements outlawed by this 
bill, the parties would have to find 
a new basis for agreement. The 
restrictions in this bill. would 
make the process of reaching new 
agreements a long and bitter one. 


Legal Guards Denied, 


The bill would increase indus- 
trial strife because a number of 
its provisions deprive workers of 
legal protection of fundamental 
rights. They would then have no 
means of protecting these rights 
except by striking. 

The bill would open up oppor- 
tunities for endless law suits by 
employers against unions and .by 
unions against employers, For 
example, it would make employers 
vulnerable to an immense number 
of law suits, since grievances, how- 
ever minor, could be taken into 
court by dissatisfied workers, 

In so far as employers are 
concerned, I predict that if this 
bill should become law they 
would regret the day that it was 
conceived, It is | with pro- 
visions that would plague and 
hamper management, It is filled 
with hidden legal traps that 
would take labor relations out 
of the plant, where they belong, 
and place them in the courts, 

Another defect is that in try- 
ing to correct labor abuses the 
Taft-Hartley bill goes so far 
that it would threaten funda- 
mental democratic freedoms. 
One provision undertakes to pre- 
vent political contributions and 
expenditures by labor organiza- 
tions and corporations, This 
provision would forbid a union 
newspaper from pamenrs on 
candidates in national ons, 
It might well prevent an incor- 
porated radio network from 
spending any money in connec- 
tion with the national conven- 
tion of a political party. It 
might even prevent the League 
of Women Voters—which is in- 
corporated—using its funds to 
inform its members about the 
record of a political candidate, 

I regard this provision of the 
Taft-Hartley bill as a -dangerous 
challenge to free speech and our 
free press. ) 

One of the basic errors of this 
bill is that it ignores the fact that 
over the years we have been mak- 
ing real progress in labor-man- 
agement relations. We have been 
achieving slow but steady im- 
provement in co-operation between 
employers and workers. 

We must always remember that 
under our free economic system 
management and labor are asso- 
ciliates, They work together for 
their own nefit and for the 
benefit of the public. 

The Taft-Hartley bill fails to 
recognize these fundamental] facts. 
Many provisions of the bill would 
have the result of changing em- 
ployers and workers from mem- 
bers of the same team to oppo- 
nents on contending teams, 

I feel deep concern about what 
this would do to the steady prog- 
ress we have made through the 
years. 

I fear that this type of legis- 
lation would cause the people of 
our country to divide into op- 


posing groups. If conflict is cre- 
ated, as this bill would create it 
—if seeds of discord are sown, 


Morse that if he had yielded that 
this would have been counted as 
“one speech” and additional re- 
marks would be a second and 
final speech under Senate rules.

In one tilt with Senator Hicken- 
looper (Rep.), Iowa, Morse ac- 
knowledged he was taking part 
in “a filibuster.” 

Morse complained about the ma- 
jority demands for an immediate 
ballot, Hickenlooper reminded 


jthat Morse had “caustically casti- 


gated the minority” for blocking 
a vote on.a bill to set up a Fair 
Employment Practices Commission 
favored by the majority. 

“This is not a filibuster to pre- 
vent a vote,” Morse told Hicken- 
looper, adding that it “is a fili- 
buster to assure unlimited debate 
in the Senate” and give the public 
a chance to react to the presi- 
dential veto and message.” — 
Refusing to concede ~ defeat, 
Morse said: “It is true, of-course, 
that as of this afternoon we would 
be licked, and maybe next week, 
too. I don’t know. But some of 
my friends with pencils have told 
me there is a chance; we might 
win.” 

Shortly after sunrise, the Senate 
several times was within a hair’s 
breadth of an agreement On a vot- 
ing time. Morse blocked efforts to 
vote today, and angry Republican 
colleagues blocked compromise ef- 
forts of their leaders to fix a 
Monday deadline. 

So, with no agreement in sight, 
Senators who had been sleeping 
on cloakroom benches went back 
to nap while Morse spoke to an 
almost empty chamber. 

Republicans Confident. 

Confident they had the two- 
thirds majority to enact the bill 
into law, Republican leaders had 
kept the weary members on the 
job since 11 a.m. (Eastern stand- 
ard time) yesterday. 

A stubborn little bipartisan 
group, however, led by Senator 
Taylor insisted on waiting until 
next ‘eek for the nation’s reac- 
tion to a broadcast defense of 
the veto by President Truman 
last night.

Truman’s backers found no out- 
ward sign that his veto message 
and radio speech to the nation 
had overcome the slim margin by 
which the Senate Republicans 
counted on winning. The bill 
passed on May 13 by a 68-to-24 
tally, well over the two-thirds 
mark, 


Senator Lucas was reported to 
be in the same frame of mind 
as Senator Sparkman, who had 
announced he was switching to 
support the bill. 


The President's contentions, 
warmly supported by Morse, Pep- 
per and Taylor, aroused some dis- 
agreement among those who ordi- 
narily support his policies, 

Senator Hatch (Dem.), New 
Mexico, a close friend of Truman, 
said he was not swayed in his de- 
termination to vote to override 
the veto, 


Observing that the President 
had pointed out “some defects” in 
the bill, Hatch told a reporter that 
“as weak as the bill is, it is bet- 
ter than no legislation at all.” 

He said he agreed with Truman

While he gives lip serv- 
ice to the idea of labor reform 
by saying that he heartily con- 
demns abuses on the part of 
unions and employers, he no- 
where recognizes the existence 
of any specific abuse. He wants 
a commission to study the mat- 
ter carefully studied by com- 
mittees of Congress for months 
with the best expert advice.

Sanctity of Contracts. 


If there is one subject on which 
every unprejudiced person is 
agreed, it is that unions must be 
made responsible for their acts; 
that collective bargaining cannot 
continue to be an important fac- 
tor in our labor relations unless 
both parties are bound by their 
contracts, 

The President criticizes every 
provision designed to make unions 
responsible. He criticizes the re- 
quirement that they file financial 
and other reports ,with the De- 
partment of Labor. 

Corporations have long been 
required to file reports both with 
state and local authorities. Why 
not unions? 

. He attacks the provisions that 
unions may be sued for breach 
of collective bargaining agree- 
ments, on the ground that they 
should not be bothered with hav- 
ing to defend lawsuits regard- 
less of what they do. . 

He says they might be har- 
assed by suits by an employer. 
Everybody else in the United 
States is subject to harassment 
by lawsuits. Why not unions? 
In any event, the purpose of this 
provision is to induce them to 
live up to their contracts, and if 
they do, few suits if any will 
ever be filed. 

The President attacks the sec- 
tion permitting an injunction 
against the nation-wide strike af- 
fecting the national health and 
safety. It was through such a 
procedure he secured an injunc- 
tion against/ John L, Lewis last 
fall. Last “when faced by a 
nation-wide strike, 
President himself who recom- 
mended Government. seizure and 
the drafting of all the strikers 
into the. United States Army. 
Law and Collective Bargaining. 

Because Congress now gives him 
a carefully considered authority to 
allay such a strike, to attempt 
mediation, and finally to conduct 
a strike vote when other remedies 
have been exhausted, he says the 
procedure will do more harm than 
good.

HE President’s message vetoing the labor bill was a complete 
misrepresentation of both the general character of the bill and 
of most of its detailed provisions, 


argument that the Government had 
not intervened in every collective 
bargaining on the side of labor. 
Every collective bargaining con- 
tract has been subject to the 
terms of the Wagner Act, the 
Norris-LaGuardia Act, the Clayton 
Act, the Fair Labor Standards Act, 
the Walsh-Healy Act; and the in- 
tervention of Government concilia- 
tors. All this bill does is to s 
when the Government does intef- 
vene, it shall be as an impartial 
public service. 

The administration of the Wag- 
ner Act by the National Labor Re- 
lations Board made it so one-sided 
as to produce a general public de- 
mand that the law operate both 
ways. This is the effect of the 
new bill. The only new limitation 
on collective bargaining relates to 
the closed and union shops. 


Welfare Fund Regulation. 


The closed and union shops have 
developed to such an extent as to 
make it almost impossible for men 
to get a job unless they join the 
union, and impossible to hold a 
job if they offend the union 
leaders, 

Our regulation of welfare funds 
requires only that every employe 
have a legal and enforceable right 
in the fund, so it is not in the 
arbitrary discretion of the labor 
union leaders to give or not to 
give. 

These huge funds should of 
course be subject to government 
regulations, just as insurance com- 
panies are subject to government 
regulations, to be certain that they 
remain sound and unimpaired. 

I can in a brief time deal with 
only a.few of the direct mis- 
representations of the details of 
the bill. 

The President says that a 
union will be liable for any of 
its members engaged in an un- 
authorized wildcat strike. This 
is simply not so. 

The President says the bill 
would force unions to strike if 
they wished to have a jurisdic- 
tional dispute settlement by the 
National Labor Relations Board. 

This is not so. All the union 
has to do is to file a petition 
under the representation sec- 
tion. How could this provision 
increase strikes when it is not 
effective at all until there is 
already a jurisdictional strike or 
secondary boycott in effect? 

Here are two unions’ abuses 
which every witness recognizes 
as abuses. Yet the Presfdent 
criticizes the provisions making 
them illegal and subjecting 
them to correction by the NLRB 
or the courts. The President 
talks against them. He says 
that he doesn’t want anything 
to be done about them. 

Limitation on Elections. 

In various places the President 
asserts that the bill requires 
election after election, and that 
'the number of them has been mul- 
'tiplied. He completely ignores the 
fact that the bill limits elections 
| by specifically permitting only one 
@ year, both with reference to 
representation and the union shop. 

The only elections added to 
those required by existing law 
are to find out whether the men 
really want a union shop. The 
President objects to an employer 
having the right to ask for an 
election when someone claims to 
be a representative of his men. 

Surely an employer ought to 
have a right to find out whether 
the union leader really has or- 
ganized his men or hasn't organ- 
ized them. The President says 
that the provisions regarding the 
arbitration of grievance disputes 
are left to be determined by law- 
suits. He repeated this statement 
tonight on the radio. It is not so. 

Arbitration provisions are en- 
tirely legal and remain effective 
under our law. As long as either 
party abides by the arbitration 
decisions he is of course not sub- 
ject to suit, 

Discharge of Employes. 

The President says an employer 
can discharge a man on the pre- 
text of a slight infraction, even 
though his real motive is to dis- 
criminate against the employe for 
union activities. This is not so. 

The board decides, under the 
new law as under the former law, 
|'whether the man was really dis- 
|charged for union activity or for 
|good cause. : 

The President says the law will 
prncne unions to suits for acts of 


violence, wildcat strikes and other 
actions, none of which were au- 
thorized or ratified by them, This 
is not so. 

We have simply provided that 
unions are subject to the same 
general laws as any other cor- 
poration or agency or citizen in 
determining their liability for the 
acts of the agents. 

The President attacks the pro- 
vision giving freedom of speech 
to employers. The need for such 
a provision was the one thing 
admitted even by the labor 
union leaders, The bill simply * 
provides that views, arguments 
or opinion ‘shall not be evidence 
of an unfair labor practice un-

Clause on Communists, 

It is astonishing to find the 
President objecting to the sec- 
tion which prevents Communists 
from being officers. of labor 
unions. We have merely re- 
quired that every officer of a 
labor union seeking certification 
must file an affidavit that he is 
not a member of the Communist 
party and does not favor the 
forcible overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment. The same affidavit is 
required to be filed by federal 
employes. This does not hold up 
certification of the union, but 
any Communist who makes @& 
false affidavit can be sent to jail. 

The President says: “The mere 
refusal by a single individual 
to sign the required affidavit 
would prevent and require na- 
tional labor unions from being 
certified for purposes of collec- 
tive bargaining.” 

Why shouid an individual of- 
ficer refuse to sign such an af- 
fidavit if he is not a Commu- 
nist? If he is a Communist, why 
should the union be certified? 
Why shouldn't every labor union 
make Communists ineligible for 
election as officers? 

The President's statement sim- 
ply echoes the argument made 
by Mr. Lee Pressman in his June 
3rd memorandum, ignoring the 
fact that a union could take im- 
mediate steps to remove itself 
from any Communist tie. There 
is hardly a sentence in the 
President’s message which is not 
open to direct challenge, and 
there are many others besides 
those I have cited which misrep- 
resent the meaning of the new. 


bill. 

Purpose of Committees. 

The committees of Congress 
which wrote this bill had no anti- 
union prejudice. They have tried 
to restore equality in collective 
bargaining and correct only those 
abuses against employers, union 
members and third parties which 
were clearly shown to exist by 
bona fide evidence, 

The campaign carried on against 
the bill by the labor unions has

United States District Judge Al- 
bert A. Ridge and Richard K. 
Phelps, special assistant attorney 
general named to prosecute the 
federal law violations in the vote 
frauds in the August 1946 primary, 
moved swiftly to obtain a Federal 
Grand Jury, and the names of the 
50 prospective veniremen were 
drawn yesterday and notices were 
sent to them today by United 
States District Clerk A. L. Arnold. 

While Phelps conferred with the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents who have been working 
on the case for 10 days, Circuit 
Judge John R. Cook and a group 
of judges of the Jackson County 
Gircuit Court heard the motions 
to quash in 22 cases of the 71 
persons indicted. At the conclu- 
sion of a three-hour hearing, mo- 
tions to quash were filed in be- 
half of 21 more defendants in the 
alleged voting irregularities. 

Five Judges Sit. 

Judge Cook, fishing companion 
of Henry McKissick, tavern own- 
er and Second Ward political lead- 
er whose political adherents ‘con- 
stitute the majority of those in- 
dicted, sat with four other judges 
in the jury box in the crowded 
courtroom. 

The other judges were Thomas 
J. Seehorn, 83-year-old jurist and 
dean of the bench here; Brown 
Harris, James W. Broaddus and 
Ray C. Cowan, Juvenile Court 
judge. Five other judges de- 
clined Judge Cook’s suggestion 
that all 10 of the Jackson county 
jurists sit en banc on the case. 

Ira B. McLaughlin, attorney for 
the 22 defendants, in the argu- 
ments yesterday revealed that he 
represented 20 more when he filed 
the 20 additional motions to quash 
at the conclusion of the hearing. 
One additional motion to quash 
was filed by Harvey Burres, a 
lawyer of Independence, Mo., rep- 
resenting Dexter Perry of that 
city. 

McLaughlin indicated in his 
closing talks that he represented 
still more defendants, The Post- 
Dispatch previously has ioid how 
McLaughlin represented the old 
Pendergast machine and was serv- 
ing without fee for the small-time 
defendants but was being compen- 
sated by the organization. 

Attacks Indictments, 

McLaughlin's two-hour argu- 
ment was devoted to his conten- 
tion that the indictments were 
“fatally defective.” His statements 
were based, for the most part, on 
technical grounds. He alleged that 
the state psecutors were wrong 
in their interpretation of two most 
important phrases in the indict- 
ments—that the defendants were 
charged with “making a wrong- 
ful count of ballots or making a 
false return.” 

McLaughlin cited an 1896 case, 
in which Isaac V. Kimbrell, father 
of Prosecuting Attorney James V. 
Kimbrell, took a prominent part 
and aided in establishing a law 
precedent in election cases. That 
case, too, pertained to the Second 
Ward, which is one of the chief 
ones under investigation now. 

McLaughlin asserted it was not 
sufficient to allege matters of a 
general nature in indictments on 
election frauds. 

“We are not required to defend 
these ‘Mother Hubbard’ charges,” 
he declared. “We should defend 
only against specific charges.” 

Judges. Impatient. 

After an hour and a half of 
_McLaughliin’s argument, Judge 
Cook and Judge Harris, who took 
the leading part in the hearing, 
showed obvious signs of impa- 
tience but Judge Cook motioned 
‘the others, when they wanted to 
stop McLaughlin, to say nothing, 
remarking audibly: “Let him fin- 
ish, he has the right to be heard 
to the end.” | 

When McLaughlin had finished, 
half an hour later, Prosecutor 
Kimbrell got to his feet with the 
remark: “That 1896 case so free- 
ly quoted by Mr. McLaughlin is 
no more in point than a divorce 
case in the South Pacific.”

At last night’s mecting, the 
union offered to send its 3500 
members back to work at once if 
the company would agree to sub- 
mit all issues to arbitration by a 
tripartife board to be headed by 
the Rev. Leo C. Brown, §.J., St. 
Louis University economist. The 
company refused, 

City officials and federal con- 
ciliators then offered two addi- 
tional suggestions. One called for 
arbitration by a board consisting 
of a union arbitrator,;a company 
arbitrator and a public member, 
the study of wages to be confined 
within minimum and maximum 
levels to be mutually agreed on 
by the disputants before the board 
began its deliberations. The union 
was interested, but the company 
was not. 

Fact-Finding Rejected. 
Then it wag suggested that the 
United States Department of La- 
bor appoint a fact-finding board 
of three members to hold hear- 
ings and determine findings of 
fact for the purpose of establish- 
ing a basis for settling all issues 
in dispute. Union representatives 
were willing to consider this, but 
company spokesmen declined. 

Neither of the last two sugges- 

tions reached the formal proposal 
Stage in view of the company’s 
attitude. Only the plan for sub- 
mitting the dispute to a board 
headed by Father Brown was dis- 
cussed in detail. 
The priest, who is dean of St. 
Louis University’s Institute of So- 
cial Sciences and a former public 
member of the regional War La- 
bor Board, has acted as arbitrator 
and conciliator in settlement of 
scores of industrial disputes. He 
commands the respect of both em- 
ployers and labor leaders. The 
Public Service Co. emphasized that 
it was objecting not to Father 
Brown. but to the plan for new 
arbitration of the dispute before 
a decision on validity of the con- 
troversial arbitration award of 
June 10, 


After Wilson had rejected the 
proposal for arbitration by a board 
headed by Father Brown, Cush- 
man, the union attorney, asserted: 

“I don’t see the end in sight. 
We certainly are not going to re- 
treat from our position and are 
not going to fall for any proposal 
we feel would be against the inter- 
ests of the union. 

“This talk of the company about 
testing the validity of the award 
is just a red herring. Why is the 
company willing to throw out the 
question of validity before the 
Public Service Commission, but 
not willing to disregard the ques- 
tion so far as presentation to any 
other arbitration body is con- 
cerned?” 

The company previously had 
announced its willingness to fore- 
go a test of the old award’s legal- 
ity and accept rearbitration by 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission, but the strikers, ballot- 
ing in two meetings Thursday, 
unanimously rejected the proposal. 
The union explained it viewed this 
proposal “an invitation to play 
with loaded dice,” inasmuch as 
three of the five members of the 
Public Service Commission were 
appointees of Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly, sponsor of the King- 
Thompson Act. This law, which 
goes into effect Sept. 10, outlaws 
strikes by public utility workers 
in Missouri.

It has offered to uti- 
lize the services of the United 
States Conciliation Service in the 
selection of the impartial chair- 
man; the company has refused. 
The first two offers have been 
made repeatedly, the third was 
made at Thursday's night session.” 

Explaining his rejection of the 
latest union proposal, Wilson 
stated:

Policemen Say Macklind

Two men were killed last night 
when the automobile in which 
they were riding was struck by 
an inbound Missouri - Pacific 
streamliner, the Missouri River 
Eagle, at the Macklind avenue 
crossing.

COLLECTOR SAYS TAXES NEED 
NOT BE WITHHELD FROM TIPS 


Although, in a few instances 
waiters, waitresses and other types 
of employes who receive tips have 
reported the amounts to the em- 
ployers, with a request that with- 
holding taxes be deducted, there 
is no obligation under the law to 
do this, Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue James P, Finnegan said today. 

Finnegan stated that any em- 
ploye who receives remuneration 
‘n excess of regular wages should 
report the amount in the annual 
tax return. Employers need only 
deduct withholding taxes from 
wage payments, he said. 

The collector’s office is studying 
a list of average tips, submitted 
by unions in behalf of their mem- 
bers, to determine if the amount 
will be acceptable for income tax 
purposes. The United States Tax 
Court recently held that waiters 
should pay taxes on 10 per cent of 
the cost of the meals they serve, 
figuring that as the approximate 
amount of their tip.

China’s Policy 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I appreciate your publishing an ex- 
cerpt from my letter in which I wanted 
to point out that Nathaniel Peffer was 
biased in his views on China. 

Madame Sun Yat-sen’s suggestion that 
“Kuomintang reactionaries were trying 
to use America to foment civil war 
against the Chinese Communists” and 
that “they were playing upon the pos- 
sibility of war with Russia” has been 
categorically denied. 

China’s traditional foreign policy has 
been the promotion of friendship with 
other countries. Her desire for inter- 
national peace and co-operation is con- 
cretely proved by the fact that China’s 
new Constitution unequivocally stipu- 
lates that China should maintain friend- 
ly international relations and respect 
the United Nations charter. 

It does not take a statesman to real- 
{ze that China would have much to loose 
and nothing to gain should there be un- 
fortunately a war between the United 
States and the U.S.S.R. Peace and re- 
construction will put China on her feet. 
Continued devastation of the land and 
disruption of communications will cre- 
ate chaos and human misery which only 
go to promote Communism. 

The Chinese Government has persist- 
ently pursued the policy of solving the 
.Communist problem through political 
means. In the State Council, the high- 
est policy-making body in China today, 
seats dre still held open for the Chi- 
nese Communist party.

The President’s Veto 


The House has voted by a majority of 4 to l 
to override the President's veto of the labor bill 
and the Senate should follow suit. There is no 
doubt that the House, elected only eight months 
ago, reflects public opinion in this matter, and 
public opinion should prevail. 

Even the members of the President’s own par- 
ty in the House voted by more than 2 to 1 to 
override the veto. Mr. Truman is too self- 
assured when he assumes that he can reflect the 
will of the people and promote the smooth work- 
ing of democratic government by opposing such 
a one-sided majority of Congress. 

Certainly the bill has weaknesses. but the 
President can insist that these be remedied by 
the next Congress. Taken in conjunction with 
pro-labor legislation which remains on the books, 
the bill approaches a balance between the rights 
of labor and management. It remedies the im- 
balance which now. exists in favor of labor and 
against management and— more important — 
against the public. 

Mr. Truman’s veto message magnifies every 
weakness of the bill, without giving credit to 
any of its strong points. Had there been a 
similar attitude of concentrating on the weak- 
nesses of the original National Labor Relations 
Act, that measure would never have become law. 
If the President sets a policy of signing only 
the perfect bills which comes to his desk, there 
will be no legislation on any subject whatever. 


The President views this bill as a devious plot 
to harass unions into impotence and undermine 
collective bargaining. This is seeing things un- 
der the bed. This bill does not take from labor 
its great ‘weapon, the right to strike. That 
weapon more than counterbalances the restric- 
tions which would be imposed. 

When Mr. Truman proves his point that the 
bill imposes restrictions on unions, he simply 
proves that it does what Congress, and the pub- 
lic, want to see done to balance the rights of 
all parties concerned. This is a simple answer 
to the President’s charge that the bill shows a 
“consistent pattern of inequality.” 

Mr. Truman charges that the bill leads in the 
direction of a “totally managed economy.” Ac- 
tually, by evening the position of management 
and labor, it opens the way for the forces of 
private enterprise economy to work with less in- 
terference from government. : 

Some of the admitted defects of the bill will 
be cured by the invalidation of the offending 
clauses in court. Labor and management will 
make common-sense accommodations to over- 
come other defects which President Truman sees 
as adding up to chaos. As for workability. the 
measure is at least as good as the Wagner Act. 
That measure created its share of chaos, but on 
balance was a splendid law. 


The Republicans are not free of censure in 
this matter. If they had taken advice of some 
of their own Congressmen, they would have 
sent emissaries to the White House to confer 
with the President on the measure to be passed 
and a better bill would have resulted. 

But that did not happen, and the alternative 
to the present labor bill is no labor bill at all. 
Between these two alternatives the choice is 
clear. 


A Well-Done Job 


The Board of Aldermen, by a very tight 
squeeze, has obtained the two-thirds majority 
needed to approve transfer of the City Sani- 
tarium to the State of Missouri. This is where 
the institution belongs because it is the state 
which cares for mental patients elsewhere in 
Missouri. 

Democratic Aldermen who crossed the party 
line to support the measure deserve the com- 
mendation due those placing sensible adminis- 
tration above political ties. The transfer will 
not only make for more uniform state care of 
the mentally ill, but relieve the city of the sani- 
tarium burden at a time when it is already fac- 
ing a heavy deficit. The vote is a belated in- 
dication that the Aldermen are, by a margin of 
19 to 8, good stewards. 
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A Short Step Toward Rail Safety 


The Interstate Commerce Commission de- 
serves credit for its order directing railroads to 
install block signal, automatic train control and 
cab signals on specified mileages of track. It 
is a limited credit, however, and it would not 
look nearly so large if ICC’s safety achieve- 
ments up to now were not so small. 

The order requires railroads to install manual 
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‘or automatic block sjgnal systems on 18,586 


miles of track, though some 50,000 miles still 
need it. The block signal device became avail- 
able 105 years ago. Forty-four years ago the 
ICC said no. passenger train should be al- 
lowed to operate without it. 

If the commission enforces its present order 
100 per cent, it will have done 70 per cent of 
the block-signal job 49 years after it decided 
that it had to be done. At that rate the installa- 
tion of block signal wherever it is necessary 
would not be completed until the year 1972, 
or 130 years after it became available. 

As for automatic train control, the commis- 
sion ordered it on 27,156 miles of track. Only 
some 8000 miles now have it, though the ICC 
declared 25 years ago: “The conclusion is in- 
evitable that disastrous collisions will continue 
to occur unless and until automatic train con- 
trol devices are installed to protect against 
human failure.” 

Five years from now, if the ICC does every- 
thing it says it is going to do meanwhile, auto- 
matic train control will protect some 35,000 
miles of track. There aré 109,877 miles on which 
trains travel at high speed. Protection of the 
entire mileage, at the rate at which the com- 
mission will have been proceeding between 
1922 and 1952, would be completed on or about 
the year 2012. 

The ICC’s new ofder is creditable because it 
orders something done, although it does not 
order enough, and because it is a command 
rather than a request, the railroads having 
proved notably indifferent in the past to re- 
quests by the commission. The orders should 
have covered more mileage, and they should 
have included at least such other basic neces- 
sities of safety as radio, roller bearings, and 
dead man’s valve. 

But if the commission sees to it that its orders 


are carried out, the next five years will mark 
one of its relatively finest hours. It has ane 
nounced that it will consider petitions to modify 
the orders or extend the time for compliance in 
the cases of individual railroads. 

Whether its present order is an actual ac- 
complishment five years hence will depend 
upon its greeting all such petitions with an 
unremittingly cold and fishy eye. 
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Utterly Indefensihle 
The Pubtic Service Co. has taken a stand which 
jit cannot possibly defend before the public. 


It says now, in rejecting the union offer to 
end the strike if Father Brown will be accepted 
as chairman of a three-man arbitration board, 
that the company cannot agree to such an arbi- 
tration until it finds out whether the June 10 
rump arbitration was “binding and final.” 


This stand is legalistic hair-splitting. If the 
rump session ruling was good it would be just 
twice as good when reaffirmed by a real arbi- 
tration board composed of three members—one 
for the company, one for its é¢mployes and. a 
chairman chosen by the two for the public. 


The position the company has now put itself 
in is to oppose Father Brown as a public mem- 
ber without saying so. It has a right to oppose 
him just as the union opposed going before the 
State Commission, but if it does so it should do 
it through its representative in the formation of 
a new, genuine arbitration panel. 


Do the executives who run the Public Service 
Co. know what this nine-day deadlock has done 
to St. Louis? A cost of more than $12,000,000 

does not begin to measure the blight to the busi- 
ness community, the hardships on the public, the 
hazards to hospitals which are beset to keep 
their staffs on duty attending the sick and dying. 


This Public Service Co.—and obviously it is 
a public service company in name only now— 
holds a city license to use the streets to transport 
the public. Let it do what it needs to do with- 
in the limits of reason to fulfill the prefitable 
trust given it by the City of St. Louis.’ There 
will be time enough to justify itself after the 
busses and streetcars are again moving. 

Either Mayor Kaufmann will get the company 
and the union together in real arbitration or the 
people of this city will be forced to turn to high- 
er authority, y 

It is up to the Mayor to succeed. If he does 
without more delay it will be a shining mark 
for him. If he does not the blot will be big, 
black and lasting. 
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Why People Smoke 


The Federal Trade Commission says the 
Brown & Williamson Tobacco Corp, has agreed 
to stop advertising Raleigh cigarettes as “right 
for the throat.” This is an achievement for 
good advertising, and maybe the FTC will now 
call on some sundry sloganeers and offenders- 
by-innuendo, It is hard to believe that tobacco 
—any tobacco—makes champion athletes, re- 
duces coughs or distinguishes persons of distinc- 
tion. People smoke for the very plain reason 
that they enjoy smoking, but no advertising man 
has yet proved that they enjoy being bamboozled.

The city and the Navy are closer by the filing 
of one report to peace at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field. The engineering firm of Horner & Shif- 
rin has found that the Navy could continue to 
use the airport as a training base for two years 
without interfering seriously with commercial 
operations. All the Navy has to do is to return 
title on the land to the city and submit to field 
regulations, Then the city would play gracious

.Post Office Department and the War De- 


partment have maintained investigating 
agencies that operate within and under the 
jurisdiction of the department. 

An independent FBI directed by a politi- 
cal appointee with a roving commission 
and responsible only to the President or to 
the Congress could become a dangerous 
agency, an irresponsible police force that 
might seek to take over the power of gov- 
ernment. There must be no encourage- 
ment for the development of a terroristic 
secret police, a Gestapo or NKVD in this 
country. : 


Between Book Ends 


F rom Inside Spain 


REPORT FROM SPAIN, by Emme? John Hughes. 
(Henry Holt & Co., New York.)

If there be any who still question the 
character of the Franco regime in Spain, 
Emmet John Hughes should settle the 
matter. Fresh from four years as press 
attache n the American Embassy in Mad- 
rid, in’ which period he attended mass 
every Sunday and holy day, he quotes from 
the primers and the catechisms used in 
the Spanish schools, 

“Spain is a totalitarian country and its 
Chief is His Excellency the Caudillo, Gen- 
eralissimo of the Armies on land, sea and 
in the air, and Chief of the Government.” 
Se speaks the standard elementary school 
textbook used throughout Spain today. 

“The principal errors condemned by the 
Church,” says the 1944 edition of the school 
catechism, issued under ecclesiastical im- 
primatur,” are thirteen: Materialism, Dar- 
winism, Atheism, Pantheism, Deism, Ra- 
tionalism, Protestantism, Socialism, Com- 
munism, Syndicalism, Liberalism, Modern- 
ism and Masonry.” (And all the schools of 
Spain are under Church supervision). 

* + . 

“What are the freedoms which liberal- 
ism defends?” this catechism asks. 

Answer: “Freedom of conscience, free- 
dom of worship and freedom of the press.” 

Lest there be any error, the catechism 
continues: 

Q. What does freedom of the press 
mean? A. The right to print and publish 
without previous censorship all kinds of 
opinions, however absurd and corrupting 
they may be. 

Q. Must the government suppress this 
freedom by means of censorship? Obvi- 
ously, yes. 

Q. Why? Because it must prevent the 
deception, calumny and corruption of its 
subjects, which harm the general good. 

Q. Are there other pernicious freedoms? 
A. Yes, freedom of education, freedom of 
propaganda and freedom of assembly. 

Q. Why are these freedoms pernicious? 
A. Because they serve to teach error, prop- 
agate vice, and plot against the Church. 

Hughes, apparently, classes himself with 
a large section of the Spanish people, who 
are, he says, “at once profoundly Catholic 
and acidly anti-clérical.” Spaniards, he 
says, find it easy to distinguish between a 
priest and a religion. They have known 
good priests and bad—among the latter, 
Hughes classes the Bishop of Madrid, 
who blessed the Blue Division that fought 
in the Nazi Army and, in writing, forbade 
use of a Catholic chapel for giving the 
Sacraments to anti-Vichy Frenchmen, 

. * * 

Not that Hughes is uncritical of other 
Franco critics. He argues hotly that as 
much nonsense has been talked by oppo- 
nents of Franco as by his supporters. 
Franco, he says, is not a Fascist; Spanish 
totalitarianism is, like everything in Spain, 
of a special nationalist brand. 

Of the monarchist opposition Hughes, 
whose business it was to know it well, 
thinks little; he has only slightly more re- 
spect for the divided forces of the left and 
liberal opposition. He respects the Com- 
munist talent for organization, but thinks 
the Socialists have more followers, and he 
doesn’t think any of the opposition groups 
has any chance, in the immediate future, 
of ousting Franco without outside help.

I have 
just had an interesting series of 
letters from a manufacturer in an 
eastern city who expresses. what 
is plainly a real fear that uniform 
wage demands made on the giant 
corporation and on the smaller 
manufacturer will promote giant- 
ism and the growth of monopoly. 
He writes: 


Only a Few Prosper. 


“In this city there are 15 or 20 
manufacturers who employ any- 
where from 100 to 1000 employes 
each, and these employes are 
members of the United Steel 
Workers Union. Some of these 
companies—a few--are reason- 
ably prosperous. Many of them 
~re not prosperous and are what 
might be termed marginal mills. 


“Most of them are engaged in 
activities which bear no relation- 
ship whatever to basic steel fabri- 
cation. Their competition lies in 
entirely different fields. If they 
are to be subject to decisions 
made in Pitisburgh, in negotia- 
tions between the United States 
Bier! Co. and Philip Murray, 
mapy of them are going to be 
hurt. Obviously the weakest will 
fold first, which means unem- 
ployment and the loss of produc- 
tion.” 


Where Monopoly Fits In. 


This seemed to me a powerful 
point. In a reply, however, 1 
asked the manufacturer whether 
it was not true that the pattern 
of monopoly prices in the steel in- 
Giistry had not worked to elim- 
inate the smal) business long be- 
‘ore the labor monopoly came 
into being. In his fair and judi- 
cious reply he said: 

“The reason for the existence of 
large basic corporations is not 
generaliiy due to monopolistic 


squeezes; on the contrary, it is 
because the technologies involved 
require large capital. There are 
exceptions, and where exceptions 
exist, the Government should step 
in—witness aluminum. 

“Nevertheless, the very monop- 
olistic conditions which you de- 
plore are accentuated by industry 
bargaining. What recourse does 
a little 800-man company like ours 
have, when it is faced with de- 
mands.from Pittsburgh, other than 
to combine with other companies 
funder similar pressure in order to 
protect what we have? And our 
jobs, from president on down to 
our sweepers, depend on that pro- 
tection. ... 


The Key to Lock-Making. 


“Today the men and women in 
our little company are satisfied. 
We are paying liberal wages, 
equal or above the area. Never- 
theless, they have been told by 
their United Steel Workers or- 
ganizer, who gets his orders from 
Pittsburgh, that he—not they— 
will tell us what we are to do. 
And he tells us that we are to 
increase our wages by the same 
amount that basic steel has 
granted. What relationship is 
there between basic steel and 
lock-making? 

“In the face of a very large loss 
last year and an acute financial 
condition today, he demands an 
increase of approximately $160,000 
in the annual payroll. Would you, 
or could you, if you were the 
manager of this business, order a 
price decrease? And yet our prod- 
ucts—locks for dwellings and 
other buildings—are selling at 
prices far in excess of what we 
consider reasonable...” 


Can Law Cure Evils? 


A ban on industry-wide bargain- 
ing was included in the labor bill 
passed by the House. In the Sen- 
ate, at the insistence of moderates 
such as Senator Irving Ives of 
New York, this was eliminated. 
In the final draft, language was 
inserted in the bill providing that 
}when a national emergency grows 
out of a strike, the unions must 
consider, in polling their member- 
ship, the last wage offer of “each 
employer” and not the industry as 
a whole. Some experts believe 
this could be interpreted tod forbid 
industry-wide bargaining in most 
industries, 

There are evils in industry-wide 
bargaining, with the small manu- 
facturer taking the rap. But 
'whether these evils can be cured 
by. law is certainly open to doubt.

The most tal- 
ented of these was Eleanor Leek, 
first clarinetist, who celebrated 
her first professional appearance 
in St. Louis with an expressive 
performance in the Rhapsody for 
Clarinet and Orchestra by the 
American composer Joseph Wag- 
mer. The Rhapsody had some- 
thing of the coloristic quality of 
French impressionism. Further 
than that it was well put to- 
gether; had considerable lyrical 
inventiveness, good continuity and 
effectively contrasted moods. 

The Handel concerto was ar- 
ranged by Constant Lambert from 
two organ coneertos. Mr. Chapple 
handled the solo part with in- 
cisive clarity and at the same 
time directed his orchestral forces 
with a firm hand. The perform- 
ance was cohesive yet admirably 
relaxed. Musically it was good 
Handel on a par with his con- 
certi grossi. 

A “Fugal Concerto” by Gustav 
Holst. a light and charming es- 
say in melodious counterpoint, 
was the third novelty on the pro- 
gram. Its particular virtue lay in 
the fact thatits structural features 
were expressive as well as func- 
tional. It was played with a lively 
grace. Gloria Gilbert, flutist, and 
Harbey Imber, oboe, were the 
soloists and were brought for- 
ward to receive their special share 
of the audience’s approbation. 

The concert was opened with 
Mozart's “Eine Kleine Nacht Mu- 
sik”—the motto piece of the Little 
Symphony — and closed with 
Haydn's Symphony No, 99. The 
sound of the strings in the Mo- 
gart serenade was an earnest of 
the improvement in the orchestra 
over last year, an impression that 
was confirmed as the evening 
progressed. 

The performance of the Haydn 
was somewhat less assured and 
free than the remainder of the 
Program but altogether the con- 
cert was a good beginning on a 
new high level of professional 
competence and artistic taste.

ROME, June 21 (AP)—Premier 
Alcide de Gasperi’s fourth Gov- 
ernment—the first to exclude 
Communists and Socialists since 
the liberation of Italy—won a 
vote of confidence from the Ital- 
ian Constituent Assembly today 
by a 43-vote majority after a 
stormy debate. : 

Umberto Terracini, Communist 
president of the Assembly, an- 
nounced that of 509 deputies pres- 
ent, 274 voted in favor of the 
Government, 231 against it, and 
four abstained. 

Besides De Gasperi’s Christian 
Democrats, the Government was 
supported by the Liberals, the 
Monarchists and the members of 
Guglielmo Giannini’s Uomo Qua- 
lunque (Common Man) party. 

The Communists, extreme left 
Socialists, Republicans and some 
mcderate Socialists voted against 
the Government.

WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP)— 
Republican leaders denounced 
President Truman’s veto of the 
Taft-Hartley labor bill yesterday 
as a surrender to “the threats of 
radicals and Communists.” Labor 
leaders called the President's ac-

trial strife. 


Republican spokesmen fired a 
broadside of protests, terming the 
veto a defiance of the people’s 
will, blaming the White House for 
a lack of “any co-operation or 
harmony” with Congress, and de- 
claring that Truman had “out- 
Roosevelted Roosevelt.” 

AFL President William Green, 
CIO Presidefit Philip Murray and 
other opponents of the bill ap- 
plauded the President. 

John L. Lewis, chief of the 
United Mine Workers Union, with- 
held comment. 

Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
told the Senate that the Truman 
veto was “a courageous step.” 

“He has emphasized,” Pepper 
said, “that *his bill is an attack 
on the masses of the people. He 
doesn’t propose to become a party 
to wiping out gains of the decades, 
nor to stripping from labor the 
gains made in our. own time.” 

Representative Leonard W. Hall 
of New York, chairman of the 
National Republican Congression- 
al Committee, declared: “By his 
two veto messages this week, 
President Truman rejects and re- 
pudiates the fundamental concept 
of American representative gov- 
ernment.” 

“He makes league with Henry 
Wallace and the Communist-New 
Deal coalition whith now seeks 
to impose minority rule upon the 
American people through execu- 
tive usurpation,” Hall said in a 
statement. 

Representative Mason (Rep.), 
Illinois, said the veto message con- 
tained “more sophistry, more mis- 
representation than any I have 
ever listened to” and declared 
that Truman had “out-Roosevelted 
Roosevelt” in every sense of the 
word.” 

Representative Sabath (Dem.), 
Illinois, countered that the Re- 
ublicans had voted against their 
etter judgment because of “their 
strong machine.” 

Representative Marcantonio 
(ALP.), New York, said the House 
vote overriding the veto “raises 
the almost certain possibility of a 
nation-wide third party in 1948.” 


Whitney of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen, who bitterly 
assailed Truman at the close of 
the national rail strike last year, 
thanked the President yesterday 
for his veto of the Taft-Hartley 
labor bill, 

In Columbus, O., Jack Kroll, 
National Director of the CIO Po- 
litical Action Committee, last 
night exhorted Truman to exert 
executive influénce to sustain his 
veto, and challenged Ohio’s Sen- 
ator Robert A. Taft, co-author of 
the legislation, to resign. 

Harold E. Stassen criticized the 
veto asserting there was “plainly 
a need” for a new national labor 
policy. 

The 1947 G. O. P. presidential 
aspirant, speaking at a Repub- 
lican workshop meeting in Min- 
neapolis, charged that the bill 
would not have done some of the 
“extreme things” claimed by its 
opponents, 

“I feel that the Taft-Hartley 
bill was good legislation,” Stassen 
said, “and there was nothing in 
the President's veto message to 
change my opinion, His sugges- 
tion that Congress draft a new 
labor bill is impractical at this 
time.” 

Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. said 
in Milwaukee that if the Senate 
overrode the veto it would lead to 
“a tragic era of industrial unrest.” 
Roosevelt, attending the second 
annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Veterans Codmmittee, said 
that the nation does not “neces- 
sarily” face a depression but that 
“certain policies of the Republi- 
can Congress could increase the 
possibility” of one. 


CHINESE LOOTERS FIRE ON 
U.S, NAVAL SALVAGE GROUP 


SHANGHAI, June 21 (UP)—Sol- 
diers believed to be Chinese Com- 
munists fired on the United States 
Navy salvage vessel Deliver and a 
landing party at Tsingtao Thurs- 
day, but were driven off by Ameri- 
can gunfire, Navy headquarters 
announced today. *No casualties 
resulted on either-side. One Chi- 
nese bullet struck the Deliver. 


The clash occurred off the 
southern shore of the Tsingtao 
outer harbor. An American naval 
group and a small Marine detach- 
ment. are stationed at Tsingtao 
training Chinese naval personnel.

Some Newspapers Assail Labor

papers voiced solid opposition to | 
the veto, with the New York Times | 
praising the House for overriding 
the President and adding that “the 
Senate cannot do less and still pre- 
serve its self respect.” 

The Times said the President 
had made no move to “co-operate” 
with Congress, described his ad- 
ministration as a record of labor- 
management strife “far and away 
the worst in the nation’s history,” 
and asserted that Truman’s veto 
message was a “catch-all for every 
discredited argument advanced 
against the bill over the past sev- 
eral weeks.” 

“Defied Verdict of Elections.” 


The New York Herald-Tribune 
said “Mr. Truman has, in effect, 
renounced any further effort to 
guide, or work with, the present 
Congress; he has defied the ver- 
dict of the last elections and the 


wishes of a large segment of those | 


who voted for Democratic candi- 
dates,” 

The Daily News said the Presi- 
dent, by his action, “serves notice 
that from here on he expects to 
be a President for organized labor 


come law despite the veto, the 
President will suffer as a conse- 
quence of his decision.” 

The Los Angeles Times said the 
President was “almost certainly” 
prompted by the facts “that it is 
now something over a year nearer 
the 1948 election and that he will 
have the benefit of the act with- 
out taking the blame for it.” 

Saying the President “has 
played his cards with singular 
lack of skill,” the Washington 
Post said the Senate would be 
“well-advised” to override the veto 
as the House did, and added: “It 
is apparently impossible now to 
keep this economic issue out of 
1948 politics. But we suspect that 
the fight will be less turbulent 
and less damaging to our economy 
and our position of democratic 
leadership in the world if the 
labor bill becomes law.” 


The Cleveland Plain Dealer said 
Truman's “only hope of winning 
the presidential election in 1948 
was in retaining the support of 
the labor and left-wing groups 
which formed the backbone of the 
New Deal” and “the téRor of the 
} President's message clearly indi- 
cated that he does not favor a 
law to eliminate the abuses and 
curtail the monopolistic practices 
which have been condemned by 
publie opinion.” 


Chicago Tribune Blames Reds. 

The Chicago Tribune saw in the 
veto “radical advisers” persuading 
the President “to cement into his 
political machine the labor rack-

The Daily Mirror referred to the 
veto as class legislation “which 
protects a small body of labor 
leaders against the whole Ameri- 
can people.” 

The Portland Oregonian said 

Republicans in Congress “invited” 
the veto by insisting “that correc- 
tive labor legislation should be 
bundled into one vmnibus pack- 
age.” 
- “Had the legislation been sepa- 
rated,” the Oregonian’ added, “the 
President would not have been 
given the opportunity to Knock it 
all on the head and to emerge in 
the unfamiliar role as the cham- 
pion of labor.” 

Labor's “Monopolistic Power.” 

The Truman philosophy, com- 
mented the Boston Herald, “is the 
old and now discredited one of the 
Wagner Act of giving labor an 
inordinate and monopolistic power 
and expecting that its leaders will 
have enough good will and social 
conscience to use that power in 
the common good. It isn’t so, and 
the Taft-Hartley Act is the real- 
istic recognition of that fact.” 

Although the Taft-Hartley bill 
is not perfect, the Dallas Times- 
Herald said, a “national emer- 
gency exists and it would have 
been constructive for the Presi- 
dent to accept it as representing 
the best efforts of Congress for 
the time being.” 

The Dallas Morning News said 
President Truman's “blanket in- 
dictment” of the legislation 
“might have been written in the 
office of John L. Lewis, William 
Green or Philip Murray,” adding 
that the veto “sets the executive 
side against the considered judg- 
ment of Congress, which is alone 
empowered to make laws that 
govern.” 

The Oregon Journal said the 
President's .message had placed 
Congress “on the_ spot,” from 
which it could not remove itself 
even by overriding the veto. 

“The message,’ the paper said, 
“was so constructed that, political 
as it was, the President can ex- 
pect more popularity, and more 
votes, than if the Congress had 
sustained him.” 

“YVielded to Union Pressure” 

The Kansas City Star said the 
President “has yielded to highly 
organized pressure of the unions 
and has ‘sought to flout the will 
of Congress and the American 
people” and termed his .move 
“short-sighted,” predicting that 
“although the labor bill may be- 


eteers and the Communist ‘bosses 
of labor unions,” and added that 
| it Mr. Truman were intelligent 
'and sincere in his anti-Communist 
crusade, he would welcome any 
| legislation to prevent the appli-

| The Richmond Times-Dispatch 
called the veto message “a piece 
'of political pandering” that “clear- 
ily revealed him (Truman) to be 
following the dictates of a power- 
ful bloe of labor leaders.” 


| The New Orleans Times-Pica- 
| yune said the veto, as in the case 
| Of the tax bill veto, was “a nation- 
al disservice” and pointed out 
|that the Jabor bill was enacted 
“after long debate followed by a 
| careful work-over in conference 
| committee . and had been 
| passed 329 to 79 by a House whose 
boone had been freshly elect- 
ed."’ 


| Stating the Senate should follow 
| the House in overriding the veto. 
the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette said 
that “the choice still lies between 
admittedly imperfect legislation 
and the precarious situation 
which has existed under the Wag- 
ner Act,” but added that “if labor 
avoids excesses, it is just possible 
that the public would forgive and 
forget and that Mr. Truman 
would have a chance in 1948.” 

The Baltimore Sun found “va- 
lidity” in some of the President's 
arguments against the bill, but 
said “he has emphasized and even 
exaggerated the bill’s few defects 
;and given no attention whatever 
to its many advantages.” 

“There is more to be feared.” 
the Sun commented, “from the 
political implications of (the) 
veto. Heretofore it has appeared 
that the President has found the 
courage to act with sole reference 
_to the national welfare. Now it 
begins to appear as if he were 
| more concerned, in some matters 
/at least, with his own and his 
_party’s chances in 1948.”

SENATE GROUP UPS 
FUNDS FOR NAVY 
OVER HOUSE SUM 


Amount Would Permit 
Keeping More Officers, 
Men, Ships and Air- 
craft, Saltonstall Says. 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP)— 
Members of the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee have decided to 
recommend a $177,000,000 increase 
in House-voted new funds for the 
Navy during the 1948 fiscal year 
starting July 1, The House had 
pared $370,000,000 off the Navy’s 
spending -estimate of around $4,- 
033,000,000. 

Chairman Saltonstall (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, of the Senate ap- 
propriations subcommittee which 
reviewed the House action, said 


the recommended restoration of 
funds would permit the Na to 
keep 43,000 officers, instead of 
42,000, and 395,000 enlisted men 
instead of 355,000. 

Other increases compared with 
totals possible under the 
House bill, he said, would include 
265 major combatant ships fully 
manned and 28 with reduced 
crews against 249 and 20, and 5793 
aircraft against 5541. 

Chairman Bridges of the full 
committee told reporters the in- 
creases were acceptable to him 
and that the changes would “as- 
sure an active and well-manned 
Navy.” 

The Senate subcommittee’s bill 
carries $3,840,000,000 of new funds 
compared with $3,663,000,000 voted 
by the House. However, Salton- 
stall said the Navy would still 
have less to spend next year than 
the House provided because his 
group cut back unspent funds 
from previous appropriations for 
shore establishments and _  con- 
struction projects. 

Another subcommittee reduced 
House totals for the Justice De- 
partment by. $910,780 and for the 
Commerce Department by $2,654,- 
207,.and increased funds for the 
federal judiciary $1,900,000, 

As a result, Senators said, funds 
for the four agencies covered by/ 
the single bill amount to about 
$550,000,000 or a net increase of 
$13,500,000 above amounts voted 
by the House. 

Totals in the Bills, 

The Senate bill totaled. about 
$3,840,000,000 of new funds com- 
pared with $3,663,000,000 approved 
by the House. 

Senator Ball said his group had 
made a cut of nearly $5,500,000 
in funds approved by the House 
for new installations of radar de- 
vices and special high-powered 
lights at many airports as pro- 
posed by the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority. 

“Instead, we have emphasized 
complete manning and operation 
of the existing federal airways as 
the best way of improving air 
safety,” he said.

Says It Would Increase Strife. 

He said that he was convinced 
that the bill, if enacted over his 
veto, would increase, not redud¢e, 
industrial strife, because it would 
deprive workers of legal protec- 
tion of fundamental rights. 

“They would have no means of 
protecting these rights except by 
striking,” he asserted. 

He warned employers ~- that 
should the bill become law “they 
would regret the day it was con- 
ceived.” 

From hurriedly jotted notes, 
Taft blasted right back at Tru- 
man. He said it was “astonish- 
‘ng to find the President object- 
ing to the section which prevents 
Communists from being officers 
of labor unions.” 

He said it “is not so” that an 
employer can discharge a man on 
the pretext of a slight infraction 
of rules, “even though his real 
motive is to discriminate against 
the employe for union activities.” 

“The President says the law will 
expose unions to suits for acts 
of violence, wildcat strikes and 
other actions, none of which were 
authorized or ratified by them,” 
Taft continued, adding: “This is 
not so.” . 

Declaring that the campaign 
¢ rried on by labor unions against 
the bill had been “a complete tis- 
sue of falsification,” the Ohio 
Senator said: 

“It is discouraging to find the 
President of the United States 
yielding to their pressure, adopt- 
ing their arguments and blocking 
the efforts of the great majority 
of the people’s representatives, in- 
cluding a large majority of the 
Democrats in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, to secure a reason- 
able reform.” 

Truman Warns of Traps. 

Truman said the bill “is loaded 
with provisions that would plague 
and hamper management. It is 
filled with hidden traps. that 
would take labor relations out of 
the plant where they belong, and 
place them in the courts.”

The New York Stock, Curb and Cotton 
Exchanges, St. Louis Stock Exchange and 
some other ooards do not hold sessions on 
Saturday during summer months. 


“Transit strike caused marked 
slump in retail sales. Stores in 
downtown and mid-town shopping 
areas last week reported that 
business Friday and Saturday, 
June 13 and 14, was slowed down 
with the result that volume for 
the week was well below the level 
for the preceding period and also 
markedly under the 1946 level,” 
states Dun & Bradstreet in weekly 
Tabloid Trade review of St. Louis. 

“Large retail food stores, prin- 
cipally in neighborhood shopping 
sections, as well as the smaller 
independents reported larger sales 
last week, reflecting increases 
over both the previous week and 
a year ago. Both higher prices 
and the transportation strike were 
credited with the advance. Very 
little price changes have occurred 
on the down side, with the prin- 
cipal reduction occurring in frozen 
food lines. 

“Hardware sales were also af- 
fected by the strike. While volume 
for the week was lower than the 
preceding period, sales were above 
1946 comparative. Gasoline sales 
soared as the result of the strike. 

In Wholesale Field, 

“In the wholesale field, activity 
continued to reflect moderate in- 
crease over 1946 levels in most 
lines. Principal increases were re- 
ported by heavy machinery manu- 
facturers and wholesalers, with 
men’s wear and shoes running 
ciose. Prices in the wearing ap- 
parel - field .have not declined 
markedly, but some evidence of 
inventory clearance at price re- 
ductions is under way. 

“Soft goods such as lace cur- 
tains and drapes, are reported 
moving slowly due to previous 
heavy purchases by customers. 
Paint and varnish sales continued 
well in advance of the previous 
week and 1946 levels. 

Industrial Activity. 

“Industrial output last week was 
about on a par with the previous 
week except on Friday when the 
transit strike was responsible for 
absenteeism and _ tardiness at 
plants. In fact, absenteeism in 
some Wactories ran as high as 85 
per cent, 

Preliminary car loading figures 
reflected a moderate increase last 
week over the week before and 
the 1946 total.

MARSHALL SAYS ‘RATIONING 
FACTS WON'T SERVE PEACE’ 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP)— 
A Senate appropriations subcom- 
mittee today proposed giving the 
Administration $12,000,000 to run 
its overseas information program 
for the year beginning July 1. 
The recommendation came soon 
after Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall protested that “peace 
cannot be served by any rationing 
of American facts.”

Child Up as 
Punishment 
By Angelo Patri 


O child should be shut in a 
N closet, or in a“room with a 

locked door as punishment. A 
closet is dark and there is not 
enough circulation of air in it to 
keep a child breathing healthily. 
The narrow space, the darkness, 
the bad air form a combination 
that is likely to make a child 
hysterical with fear. 

Such treatment is unlikely to 
teach a child good conduct, co- 
operation with his guardians and 
happy adjustments to others. The 
fear such experience instills in 
him ig the sort that is likely to 
make trouble for him all his life, 
Cruelty could not go much further, 

es Meee . 


WHEN A CHILD is sent to his 
room, and that is a good way to 
give him time to reflect upon his 
ways and to gather strength for 
amending them; the ‘door should 
never be locked. It may be ciosed 
if the child wishes, but not locked. 
It is better to keep it open so 
that the child feels nearer to the 
family and it to him. 

Very young children—those of 
six years and under—need to feel 
themselves a part of the house- 
hold, to see the family going about 
its business, to know that there is 
still a chance of their being ac- 
cepted again. The closed door has 
no such promise and its effect is 
harmful, 

Little children should not be 
placed where they cannot be read- 
ily observed, even when they are 
being isolated for naughtiness. 
Left alone, they must lodk for 
some occupation and then they 
are likely to get into trouble.

Combine juice from cherries with 
water to make one quart, and two 
cups corn sirup and two cups 
sugar. : 

Freezing Sour Cherires, 

Suggested varieties: Montmor- 
ency, English Morelle, Early Rich- 
mond. 

Select bright red, even colored, 
firm, full flavored fruit. Should be 
fully tree-ripened, Immature cher- 
ries turn pale during feezing, 
overripe ones turn dark. Keep 
fruit cool. Wash in cold water. 


Ave fresh cheyries should be 


‘Chill by allowing to stand an hour 


or two in the refrigerator. If 
trees are sprayed recently, pick 
cheries with stems attached. Soak 
fo half-hour in cold water. Wash 
thoroughly, drain well. Remove 
pits, collecting all juice which 
drips out. Sprinkle layers of fruit 
in a bowl evenly ith sugar (one 
pound to three pounds of fruit). 

Mix thoroughly but gently. Pack 
compactly in moisture-vapor-re- 
sistant containers, Seal and freeze 
at once. (Preferred method.) Or 
pack compactly and cover with a 
cold 60 per cent sugar sirup, Use 
the cherry juice collected as part 
of the liquid to make the sirup. 
Ascorbic acid may be added to 
the solution to help hold the 
color, Seal and freeze at once.

In every case West opened the 
heart king, but then there was 
some diversity. Seven of the eight 
West players,. on seeing East's 
eight of hearts, continued with 
the heart ace or queen, and after 
that the various declarers merely 
gave up a trick to the trump king 
and could claim the balance. 

Only one West really tried to 
defeat four spades, and his pun- 
ishment was cruel and inhuman 
under the circumstances! This 
defender shifted at the second 
trick to his singleton diamond. 
Then, when declarer played to the 
spade ace and returned a spade 
toward dummy, this West hopped 
up with the spade king and bold- 
ly underled his heart honors, his 
hope being to find East with the 
heart jack. Then a diamond re- 
turn would, of course, let West 
ruff, for the setting trick. 

In view of the fact that there 
was a fifty per cent chance that 
East held the heart jack (so low 
a card would not have affected 
the bidding one way or the other), 
the only fair observation is that 
this particular West deserved bet- 
ter luck. A fifty per cent chance 
to defeat the contract was surely 
worthwhile, even at duplicate, 
when the cost could be no more 
than thirty points for the enemy 
if the play went wrong.

HE other day mm was a 
T specct made in hicago by 

Robert R. Wason, chairman of 
the board of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers,- To any- 
one who has watched develop- 
ments in Europe and seen the 
conditions there, it was a strange 
and unrealistic speech, 

First he accused our Govern- 
ment of hamstringing American 
production with “Communist eco- 
nomic controls,” while demanding 
more money and production to 
prop up “authoritarian states of 
Europe.” He apparently thinks 
that, if we did away with the 
gradual changes which have come 
about in this country and went 
back to the days which were only 
possible when we had a new con- 
tinent to develop, we would then 
aid Europe best by exporting our 
economic system into countries 
whose conditions make it utterly 
impossible for anything of the 
kind to succeed.

WASON MADE the statement: 
“When competitive enterprise 
functions in Europe, only the gov- 
ernments will suffer because their 
controls will be reduced. The 
people will prosper because incen- 
tives will be restored.” 

There is plenty of incentive to- 
day for every farmer in Europe to 
till his fields because he wants to 
eat, but unfortunately he has 
ground which is not prepared to 
bring forth ample harvests. He 
has no money with which to buy 
fertilizer or seed beyond what he 
himself has garnered and, above 


all else, he hag little or no strength 
of body or of spirit. Men are try- 
ing all over Europe to start small 
businesses again. They have to 
join in co-operative enterprises be- 
cause individually they haven't 
enough to go ahead. 

Even in our most individual- 
istic days, our communities were 
co-operdtive communities, And 
unless there is co-operation in Eu- 
rope on a large scale, plus govern- 
ment help and international help, 
the job that has to be done in war- 
torn countries cannot possibly be 
accomplished, 


WE HAVE TO LIVE in the 
same world with some countries 
which we feel are authoritarian, 


but quite evidently the majority 
of their people are content. It 
would be well to realize, I think, 
that the better off these countries 
fre, the less authoritarian they 
will probably remain. Therefore, 
from an economic standpoint, it is 
in our own interest that we help 
them to rehabilitate themselves 
and have a higher standard of 
living. 

If Wason would concern himself 
more deeply in showing the world 
that our economic system works 
to the advantage of the majority 
of our people, and that, at the 
same time, we have learned to 
produce enough to keep the 
greater part of the world from 
starvation and to help them get 
back on their feet, I think he 
would be doing a real service.

Severe pun- 
ishment is not necessary nor is 
it helpful. But don’t put children 
behind closed doors.
